A. Points of Agreement 

1* The la tell of ax System is the best system for handling library materials. 

2. OCD should laaiatain finder files for location of specific documents. 

S* The classification system should be tailored to the needs of the 
specialists within an over-all standard framework. 

4, Abstracting in substantive divisions will serve as a training vehicle. 
Coding further enhances the training endeavor. 

S* Technically difficult reports will be i mediately processed in sub- 
stantive divisions. 

6. Piles space will be saved by the In tell of ax System and by substantive 
divisions* participation in the abstracting and coding activity, providing 
duplicate tab-fax files are not maintained in the substantive divisions.
